22. Three feveral Overtures and Refolves given in the 
2oth and 21ft relating to the way of Electing the Re- 
ae gg for Scotland to the Parliament of Great- 

ritain, were again readk 

And after reafoning the Yote was put, 
ther the Sixteen Peers who axe to be Reprefentatives ie Scotland 
in the Parliamennt of GreadBritain, thall be fent by Rota- 
tion or by Elestion, and it carried by Eleéion. 

Then it was moved, that it be confider’d what Way 
the Ele&tion fhall be, whether by Badoting, or by an open 
Ele#ion: And after Debate thereon, the Vote was put, 
whethet it fhall be by open Election, or by Balloting, and it 
carried by open Eleétion. 

Thereafter moved to proceed to confider what Pro- 
portions the Barons and Burrows fball have of the Forty five 
Members that are to fit in the Houfe of Commons ef Great. 
Britain ; and after reafoning thereon, the furder debate 
was adjourn’d ill next Sederunt of Parliament. 

Then the Parliament was adjourn’d till Briday next 
at 10 of the Clock.

We Underfubfcribers, Tutors, Teftamentars to his 
Grace the Duke of Douglafs, whereof three is a Quo- 
rum, in Name and Behalf of the faid Duke ; Forafmuch 
as bis Grace the Duke of Douglafs, and his Heirs, has 
by their Inveftitures and Honours of ‘the Eftate ‘of 
Douglafs (in Confideration of the Great and Faithful 
Services done and performed to this Crown and King- 
dom by his Anceftors) provided to them the Honour 
of Leading the Van of the Arms of Scetland in the 
Day of Battle, the carrying of the Crown of Scotland 
in Proceffions, and giving the fir Vote a all Par- 

laments, 
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liaments, Councils or Convention’ in Scotland ; And 
fitklike by the Twentieth Article of the Union, : 

Heretable Offices are referved to the Owners as Rights 
of Property in the fartie manner as they are now en« 


joyed by the Laws of Scotland, notwithftanding of 


this Treaty ; Whereby his Graces forefaid Offices and 
he Parity of Reafon and Jutftice, ought to 
be preferved: Yet fecing the intire Union of the two 
Kingdoms will be attended with an Union of their 
Armas, Crowns and Councils, whereby his Graces Off- 
ces and Priviledges may fecm to be of more difficult 
Explication, his Graces Tutors and Guardians, 1n his 
Pupillarity, do now, before the Treaty be ratified in 
in this Parliament, judge it, indifpenfibly, their Duty, 
for his Graces Intereft, in his Name and theirs Under- 
fcribers, as Tutors to him, with all Humility, to. pro- 
teft, That the faid Treaty may not in any fort prejuage 
the forefaid Honours and Priviledges belonging <0 his 
Grace and Succeflors, which have been the Clo- 
rious Rewards and Marks of Honour to the illuftrious 
Families of Douglafs and Angus for their Loyalty, 
great and Faithful Services to the Crown and Kingdom 
of Scotland ; and that this their Proteft may be receiv'd 
and marked in the Minutes and Records of Parliament. 
The Preteft given in by the Duke of Hamilzon. 

Forafmuch as there is a Proteftation made in behalf 
of the Duke of Douglafs, in relation to his Pretenfions 
of having the firft Seat and Vote in Parliament, which 
Proteftation being altogether Groundlefs ; Therefore 
I James Duke of Hamilton do proteft in the contrair, 
in regard that none of the faid Duke of Douglafs his 
Peedeceffors has or enjoyed any fuch Privilege fince 
there were Dukes or Marquiffes created in Scotland, 
and my Predeceffors were dignified with Patents of 


_ Marquifs and Duke fucceffively , long before he or his 


Predeceffors had the fame. Secondly, William Earl of 
Angus, the faid Duke his Predeceffor , did, upon the 
Fourth day of June one Thoufand fix hundred and 
Thirty Three Years, Refign all Right and Claim that 
he or his Predeceffors or Succeffors -had or fhould have 
to that Privilege of firft fitting and Voteing in Parlia- 
ment, in His Majefties hands ; Which, Refignation is 
Regiftrat in the Books of Parliament the Twentieth 
day of the faidMonth of June,one Thoufand fix hundred 
and thirty three Years. Thirdly, I and my Predeceffors 
have been in continual Poffeffion of having che fir 

Seat and of firft Voteing in Parliament, and have been 
firft called in Rolls of Parliament paft Memory of Man ; 
And upon this Proteftation I take Inftruments, and de- 
fire the fame to be infert in the Records of Parliament.
